left the K an sas C ity U n ion depot at 
8:45 o ’clo ck last evening, was held 


up and r obbed an hour later a mile 


and a half east of Independence, 


near Blue c u t ,t h e s p o t m ade famous 
by tr ain r obber s on thr ee pr evious 


o ccasion s. 
T h e w or k was done in 


a m anner 
which showed cour age 


and dar ing, and it is cer tain lar ge 


d a m a g e was done to the contents of 
the expr ess car . 
T o d a y 's Jour nal 


g iv e s the following accou n t of the 
r obber y: 


T h e tr ain was in char ge of C o n ­ 


d u ctor Nicholls, o fR o o d h o u s e , lU., 
a veter an on the r oad. 
Engineer 
P. G . M ead, of Slater , was on the 


engine, 
and A. 
J. 
Fr ier 
was in 


char ge of the expr ess car . 
H e had 


an 
enor m ous amount 
of 
expr ess 
matter , 
much of 
it valuable, 
al­ 


though little of it was in cash, the 
gr eater 
am ount 
being 
Chr istm as 
g o o d s . 


T h er e wer e four r obber s, all of 
w hom wer e ar med. 
T h e y cut the 
«ngine, expr ess car and the special 


c a r of the “ 
B la c k C r o o k ” com p an y 
..^ ^ r o m the tr ain. 
T h e y then com- 


pelled the expr ess messenger , whom 


th ey had or der ed out o f the expr ess 
ca r , to r e-enter it, and they 
took 
the k eys fr om him and opened 
the 
sm all safe in which was contained 
the m on ey handled in what is known 
a s “ 
local business.” 
T h e am ount taken tr om this safe 
is not known, but it is said to a g ­ 
gr egate 
sever al 
thousand dollar s. 
A n attem pt was then m ade to 
dr ill 
open the big safe containing thr ough 
m on ey packages, and failing in this, 
the r obber s pr epar ed 
to 
blow it 
•open with dynam ite, but wer e d is ­ 
suaded fr om doing so by a state­ 
m e n t m ade by the messenger , 
who 
told them that ther e was nothing in 
\ 
-it that they wanted. 
B efor e attem pting the r obber y of 
•either of the safes, the r obber s r an 
•the engine and the two car s one and 
one-kalf miles west of G lendale, a 
distance of about two miles fr om 
wher e they stopped and boar ded the 
e n g in e . 
A fte r secur ing all the b o oty they 
cou ld get, the r obber s 
“ 
killed” the 
e n g in e and abandoned it and the 
two car s. 
T h e expr ess car was loaded with 
a n enor m ous 
am ount of m iscella­ 
neous 
expr ess 
matter . 
Officials 
d e n y that any lar ge sum of cash was 
car r ied, but admit that m uch of the 
m atter in the car was of gr eat value. 
It was chiefly Chr istm as p a c k ­ 
ages and m any of them wer e fr om 
K a n sa s C ity.

Jackson Fr ier , of St. L o u is,w h o has 
seen fifteen year s' ser vice with the 
c o m p a n y. 
H e was 
well supplied 


with ar ms, and is a man of ner ve if 
given anything of a chance in a c o n ­ 
test. 
W hen wor d r eached K an sas C ity 
M ar shal K eshlear asked the Alton 
for a special tr ain, and with a lar ge 
posse of men left for the scene of 
of the r obber y. 
T h e tr ain car r ied a lar ge number 
of passenger s, m any of them being 
ladies, and when the wor d was c a r ­ 
r ied back thr ough the coaches that 
a holdup was on hand ther e was the 
wildest sor t of a panic for a few 
minutes. 
N o one thought of fight­ 
ing the bandits, but each passenger 
began a wild scr am ble to hide what 
cash and valuables wer e on hand. 
C ar seats wer e over tur ned, pur ses 
wer e thr ust beneath the cushions, 
watches wer e pushed under the c o v ­ 
er ing of ber ths and diam onds wer e 
hidden in ever y con ceivab le place. 
Rolls of cash wer e thr ust into shoes 
and human ingenuity displayed it­ 
self in m any other ways, and within 
two minutes ther e was not an o r n a­ 
ment visible nor a p ocket with a 
penny in it in any of the car s. Sev 
er al of the ladies began to scr eam, 
but other s quieted them, and the 
hiding went on m ethodically. 
T hen the passenger s sat down and 
waited for the r obber s 
to com e. 
T h e y waited and waited and no r o b ­ 
ber s came, and their suspense was 
soon ended by the con d uctor and 
tr ainmen com in g back to tell them 
the thieves had stolen the engine, 
baggage and expr ess car s and taken 
them away. 
T h en they who had hidden their 
valuables began to hunt for them, 
and m any ludicr ous scenes wer e e n ­ 
acted. 
Som e had been so r ash or 
wer e scar ed so badly they wer e at 
fir st unable to r em em ber wher e they 
had put their possessions. 
It was 
inconvenient in m any instances for 
some of the passenger s to pr osecute 
any sear ch for their valuables, 
as 
they 
had 
hidden 
them 
in their 
clothing, and some of them wisely 
decided to allow them to stay wher e 
they 
wer e, as 
they did 
not like 
jewelr y anyway when tr aveling. 
T h e expr ess messenger says 
he 
has no idea how much money 
the 
r obber s got. 
N um er ous holdups have occur r ed 
in the vicin ity of G lendale. 
T h e 
countr y r ound 
about is wild and 
spar sely settled. 
Blue C u t has been 
the scene of thr ee tr ain r obber ies. 
It was ther e that the James boys, in 
1881, held up a C h ic a g o and Alton 
tr ain and m ade one of the biggest 
hauls in their histor y. 
F or a long 
time the cut was patr oled day and 
night, but since the br eaking up of 
the bandit gangs the guar ds have 
been withdr awn. 
T h e last hold-up occur r ed on the 
night 
of 
O cto b er 23, when 
four 
masked men cut the engine of the 
C h ica g o and A lton westbound e x ­ 
pr ess loose, and for ced the expr ess 
messenger to open the expr ess car , 
and secur ed two or thr ee packages 
of jew elr y and about $300. 
N one 
of the passenger s wer e hur t. 
T he 
men escaped by m ounting the en­ 
gine and r iding two miles 
to the 
top of the gr ade, just befor e r ea c h ­ 
ing Independence. 
N o t a shot was 
fir ed, no one was hur t, and the only 
other bo oty secur ed was ^25 
fr om 
Fir em an A . E . Post.

The Wife of the Missouri Pacific 
Fireman.

Mrs. M ary Roberts died at the 
iCity hospital W ednesday morning 
from arsenical poisoning, says yes­ 
terday's St. Louis Po.st'Dispatch. 
Mrs. Roberts and* three of her 
Bve children were poisoned T u es­ 
day morning by eating buckwheat 
cakes, made from flour, which, it is 
thought, contained arsenic, as was 
told in Tuesday's Post-Dispatch. 
The 
children, 
Ollie, 
aged 
i8; 
Johnnie, aged lo, 
and Lizzie, aged 
6, also ate of the poisoned cakes. 
T h ey were treated at the City hos­ 
pital and are out of danger. 
PVank, 
16 years old, and Geòrgie, lo years 
old, did not eat the cakes and were 
not made sick. 


F. M. Roberts, the husband and 
father, who is a fireman on the M is­ 
souri Pacific railroad, was told by 
wire 
of 
the 
calamity 
that 
had 
befallen his household, 
t ie reached 
St. 
Louis 
Tuesday 
erening, 
and 
was by his wife's bedside all night. 
Mrs. Roberts suffered great agony 
all night, and died shortly before 8 
o'clock W ednesday morning. 
T h e Roberts family lived on the 
third 
floor 
over 
H ead's 
grocery 
store, at 1403 Papin street. 
G eòrgie Roberts, 10 years old, 
told his mother M on day night that 
he found the package of buckwheat 
in the back yard. 
She placed it in 
the cupboard and the next morning 
used it m preparing the morning 


meal, with fatal results. 
It now develops that Geòrgie did 
not find the package at all. 
When 
word of Mrs. Roberts' death reach ­ 
ed the police Capt. 
O 'M alley d e ­ 
tailed Detective D a n h a e rto investi­ 
gate the case. 
T h e Roberts family 
were not at home when the detec­ 
tive, accom panied by a Post-Dis- 


patch reporter, called. 
Mrs. 
Ten- 
nie Quinlan, whu 
resides 
in 
the 
same house, knew a good deal co n ­ 
cerning the affair. 
She is the wife 
of Thos. Quinlin, a carpenter. 
“ It is the saddest thing I ever 
saw ," said Mrs. Quinlin. 
“ I can't 
understand it, and the straight of it 
has not been told. Geòrgie Roberts 
did not find the flour in the first 
place. 
M y little son, 
Victor, 
5 
years old, found it. 
H e found 
it 
in a pile of rocks at the rear of the 
store M onday evening some time. 
H e gave the flour to Geòrgie. 
I 
did not know this till next morning, 
when they were all so sick. 
“ Then, when they blamed it on 
the 
buckwheat flour Geòrgie had 
found, Victor told me he had found 
it himself. 
I asked Geòrgie about 
it, but he said he had thrown that 
away and a man had given him an­ 
other package. 
“ I asked Mrs. Roberts what she 
did with the package, intending it 
for the police, but Mrs. 
Roberts 
said she had burned the paper. 
It 
was in a red package as it is sold at 
Head's. 
There were some of the 
cakes left and also a good deal of 
the 
batter. 
I 
told 
Geòrgie 
and 
Frank Robercs to be careful and 
preserve these, as the police would 
be sure to call for them. 
Frank 
came to the house yesterday after­ 
noon and burned the 
cakes 
and 
washed out the vessel that contained 
the batter. 
“ I have no idea how the package 
came to be poisoned. 
Victor said 
it was open when he found it. 
The 
Heads had a bad dog and someone 
may have put the stuff there for 
him. 
That's the only way I 
can 
account for its presence." 
Mrs. 
Quinlin 
gave 
Detective 
Danaher the vessel in which the 
batter had been mixed. 
There was 
some sticking to the sides. 
This 
will be turned over to the city chem ­ 
ist, who will analyze it. 
The grocer, Mr. Head, does not 
know how the package came to be 
in his back yaid.

Fears of Race War Not So Great as 
First Reported.

M a y f i e l d , K y. , Dec. 24.— There 
IS Mtill considerable excitement here, 
growing out of'the lynching of Jim 
Stone, the negro, Monday, and the 
burning of a number of negro re­ 
sorts. 
The mob claimed its sec­ 
ond victim early yesterday morn­ 
ing in the person of Will 
Snett, 
colored, aged 18 years. 
The shoot­ 
ing was the 
result of the fiurry, 
caused by wild reports of a threat­ 
ened 
attack 
of 
negroes 
bent 
upon 
avenging 
Stone's 
death. 
It 
was 
said 
that 
bands 
of 
negroes were arming at Clay sta­ 
tion, near here, and that they would 
be reinforced by others of their race 
from Fulton and other neighboring 
towns. 
This 
caused alarm here, 
M ayor Whittemore taking the pre- 
I 
caution to arm a large number of 
l^citizens who patrolled the streets 
Jjril night. 
^ At an early hour yesterday Snett 
and two companions were seen on 
the outskirts of the city acting in 
suspicious manner. 
They ran on 
the appearance of the officers, and 
Snett was shot down. The reports of 
an onslaught by vengeful negroes 
seem to have been greatly exagger­ 
ated, and while things have not as­ 
sumed their normal condition, noth­ 
ing like a race war is believed to be 
probable. 
Offers of assistance, if 
needed, from the whites at Fulton, 
Paducah and many of the neighbor­ 
ing towns, were received at the first 
outbreak of the trouble, but no aid 
has been asked. 
Citizens of Mayfield held a meet­ 
ing last afternoon and denounced 
the recent work of the mob and 
called upon the authorities to pre- 
^ vent further violence. 
At last re­ 
port everything was quiet.

man y fun gi are eatable, the n umber 
of poison ous varieties bein g greatly 
exaggerated. 
The common Agaric 
usually oaten in En glan d is n ot the 
most palatable an d wholesome; in ­ 
deed, in Italy it is said to be con ­ 
demn ed, an d n ot allowed to bo sold 
in the fun gus market, which is there 
quite an in stitution .

sertion is a traveler’s tale, an d n ot 
more trustw orthy than man y of the 
n arratives of

fun gi. The souls of good vegetarian s 
hun ger an d thirst after them, an d 
n o won der! 
They have the reputa­ 
tion of bein g very n utritious, but 
physiologists say that • this is an 
error, an d that there is reason to be­ 
lieve that a given woigbt of thorn is 
n ot so sustain in g as from its chemi­ 
cal composition it ought'to be. 
This 
does n ot mean that they are n ot 
useful adjun cts to food. 
As flavor­ 
in g in gredien ts 
they have n o su­ 
periors. 
Far greater use of them 
ought to bo made, an d I can n ot see 
why the supply of fun gi should n ot 
be in creased 
twen ty fold. 
In this 
way a most valuable in dustry m ight 
be developed, or, more correctly, 
built up in our midst. 
Nothin g is 
easier than to grow them, an d they 
are very profitable. 
The 
active 
chemical prin ciple 
which, in very rare in stan ces, causes 
in con ven ien ce an d even death from 
eatin g fun gi, is called muscarin e. It 
is the same prin ciple which, I be­ 
lieve, is foun d in putrid, poison ous 
meat. 
Some foul smellin g an d re­ 
pulsive species are rich in it, but 
most fun gi are harmless, an d a few 
coun try walks in the early autumn 
in the compan y of a mycologist 
would furn ish hin ts en ough to be an 
in valuable guide to an y person of 
common in telligen ce. 
U n fortun ate­ 
ly, or perhaps I should say fortu­ 
n ately, n o amoun t of readin g will 
make a man a practical mycologist. 
It is in the fields an d in the woods 
that the scien ce must be learn ed. 
There, an d there on ly, an d from the 
or an old studen t, will the 
tyro learn to distin guish the whole­ 
some from the dan gerous.—Dr. A. 
J. H. Crespi, in Health News.

caused by checkin g its flow. 
The 
operative en ergy is n ot the music as 
such, 
but the peculiar vibration s 
made by it. 
Tan iihauser, on the 
other han d, is a ^vibratory soporific, 
an d in duces a seren e state of min d 
an d body. 
M. Coriveaud, of Paris, asserts 
th at violin playin g is at least a tem ­ 
porary 
remedy 
for 
sciatica. 
He 
adduces the in stan ce of a patien t 
who foun d almost in stan t relief in 
that way, an d v/ho successfully re­ 
sorted to it when ever threaten ed 
with an attack. 
Perhaps this is an appeal to the 
imagin ation , but what m atters it if 
the 
patien t 
is 
cured? 
Perhaps, 
again , there is a law hidden some­ 
where in the pile of apparen t impos­ 
sibilities—on e which will some time 
be discovered for our ben efit.

Sedalia, Missouri: Friday, December 25, 1896.

“ Blue Cut” Again the Scene 
of Bi^bery. 


FOUR MASKED MEN DID IT. 


An Exciting: Scene On a Chicago & 
Alton Through Express Train 
Wednesday Evening. 


Passenger train No. 49, on the 
Chicago and 
Alton railway, that 
left the Kansas City Union depot at 
8:45 
p. 
m 
Wednesday was 
held 
up and robbed an hour later a mile 
and a half east of Independence, 
near Blue cut,the spot made famous 
by train robbers on three previous 
occasions. 
The work was done in 
a manner 
which showed courage 
and daring, and it is certain large 
damage was done to the contents of 
the express car. Thursday’s Journal 
gives the following account of the 
robbery: 
The train was in charge of Con­ 
ductor Nicholls, of Roodhouse, III., 
a veteran on the road. 
Engineer 
P. G. Mead, of Slater, was on the 
engine, and A. 
J. 
Frier 
was in 
charge of the express car. 
He had 
an 
etiormous amount 
of 
express 
matter, 
much of 
it valuable, al­ 
though little of it was in cash, the 
greater 
amount 
being 
Christmas 
goods. 
There were four robbers, all of 
whom were armed. 
They cut the 
engine, express car and the special 
car of the “ Black Crook” company 
from the train. 
They then com ­ 
pelled the express messenger, whom 
they had ordered out of the express 
car, to re-enter it, and they took 
the keys from him and opened the 
small safe in which was contained 
the money handled in what is known 
as “ local business.” 
The amount taken from this safe 
is not known, but it is said to ag- 
,gregate 
several 
thousand dollars. 
An attempt was then made to drill 
open the big safe containing through 
money packages, and failing in this, 
the robbers prepared 
to 
blow it 
open with dynamite, but were dis 
suaded from doing so by a state­ 
ment made by the messenger, who 
told them that there was nothing in 
it that they wanted. 
Before attempting the robbery of 
cither of the safes, the robbers ran 
the engine and the two cars one and 
one half miles west of Glendale, a 
distance of about two miles from 
where they stopped and boarded the 
engine. 
After securing all the booty they 
could get, the robbers “ killed” the 
engine and abandoned it and the 
two cars. 
The express car was loaded with 
an enormous amount of miscella­ 
neous 
express 
matter. 
Officials 
deny that any large sum of cash was 
carried, but admit that much of the 
matter in the car was of great value. 
It was chiefly Christmas pack­ 
ages and many of them were from 
Kansas City. 
The United States 
Express Co. operates the express 
over that line and the car went out 
in charge of 
Messenger 
Andrew 
Jackson Frier, of St. Louis, who has 
seen fifteen years’ service with the 
company. 
He was 
well supplied 
with arms, and is a man of nerve if 


given anything of a chance in a con­ 
test. 
When word reached Kansas City 
Marshal Keshlear asked the Alton 
for a special train, and with a large 
posse of men left for the scene of 
of the robbery. 
The train carried a large number 
of passengers, many of them being 
ladies, and when the word was car­ 
ried back through the coaches that 
a holdup was on hand there was the 
wildest sort cf a panic tor a few 
minutes. 
No one thought of fight­ 
ing the bandits, but each passenger 
began a wild scramble to hide what 
cash and valuables were on hand. 
Car seats were overturned, purses 
were thrust beneath the cushions, 
watches were pushed under the co v­ 
ering of berths and diamonds were 
hidden in every conceivable place. 
Rolls of cash were thrust into shoes 
and human ingenuity displayed it­ 
self in many other ways, and within 
two minutes there was not an orna­ 
ment visible nor a pocket with a 
penny in it in any of the cars. Sev 
eral of the ladies began to scream, 
but others quieted them, and the 
hiding went on methodically. 
Then the passengers sat down and 
waited for the robbers to come. 
They waited and waited and no rob­ 
bers came, and their suspense was 
soon ended by the conductor and 
trainmen coming back to tell them 
the thieves had stolen the engine, 
baggage and express cars and taken 
them away. 
Then they who had hidden their 
valuables began to hunt for them, 
and many ludicrous scenes were en­ 
acted. 
Some had been so rash or 
were scared so badly they were at 
first unable to remember where they 
had put their possessions. 
It was 
inconvenient in many instances for 
some of the passengers to prosecute 
any search for their valuables, as 
thev 
had 
hidden 
them 
in their 
clothing, and some uf ».hem wisely 
decided to allow them to sta y where 
they 
w ere, 
a s 
they 
d id 
n o t like 
jew elry a n y w a y w h e n tr a v e lin g 
The e.xpre?s messenger says he 
has no idea how much money the 
robbers got 
Numerous holdups have occurred 
in the vicinity of Glendale. 
The 
couniry round about is wild and 
sparsely settled. 
Blue Cut h a s been 
the scene of three tra in robberies. 
It was there that the J 
boys, in 
1881, held up a Chici^go and Alton 
train and made one of the biggest 
hauls in their history. 
For a long 
time the cut was patroled day and 
night, but since the breaking up of 
the bandit gangs the guards have 
been withdrawn. 
The last hold-up occurred on the 
night of 
October 23, when 
four 
masked men cut the engine of the 
Chicago and Alton westbound ex 
press loose, and forced the express 
messenger to open the express car, 
and secured two or three packages 
of jewelry and about $300. 
Not e 
of the passengers were hurt. 
The 
men escaped by mounting the en­ 
gine and riding two miles to the 
top of the grade, just before reach­ 
ing Independence. 
Not a shot was 
fired, no one was hurt, and the only 
other booty secured was $25 from 
Fireman A. E. Post.

Gun Went Off and Caught the 
Proprietor Thursday. 


J. W. CLARK IS WOUNDED.

Application Brings to Light a 
Strange Story. 


HIS PLEA FOR LIBERTY. 


An Interesting: Feature Is That a Mis­ 
souri Romance of Forty Years 
Ago Is Brought Xu. 


A 
case 
with many remarkable 
features has come under the official 
notice ot the Kansas state board of 
pardons in the hearing of the ap­ 
plication for the pardon of George 
Orr, now confined in the peniten­ 
tiary under the penalty of death. 
Orr was convicted of killing M. 
M. Trimble, of Paola, in the dis­ 
trict court of 
Miami county, on 
December 13, 1 8 8 3 , and was sen­ 
tenced to be hanged. 
As the death 
penalty in Kansas has never been 
enforced, this means imprisonment 
for life, unless pardoned. 
At that 
time Orr was a mere boy 1 6 years 
old. 
His father being a drunkard, 
and his mother being dead, he was 
taken into the Trimble home. 
Nat­ 
urally he was a bright boy, but he 
had been brought up on the fron­ 
tier with cowboys, and had assimi­ 
lated many of their rough customs. 
Being of high strung temperament, 
he was sensitive to an insult, and 
was quick to resent it in the cowboy 
ways with which he was familiar. 
It seems that he had had some 
trouble of a trivial nature with his 
adopted father. 
He went out hunt­ 
ing to think the matter over and 
after brooding over it for several 
hours he returned and sought out 
Trimble. 
In the discussion which 
followed, he claims, the old gentle­ 
man called him a vile name. 
Quick 
as a flash he raised his gun and shot 
Trimble dead. 
He ran around jto 
Mrs. Trimble and told her he had 
committed a terrible deed and must 
have some money to escape. 
Not 
knowing 
what he had done, she 
gave him §40 and he fled, but was 
soon captured, tried and convicted. 
One of the remarkable features 
of the case is the history of Orr 
since he has been in the peniten­ 
tiary. 
He is now a grown man of 
nearly 30 years, 
having 
been in 
prison thirteen years. 
Soon after 
his incarceration he developed an 
insatiable thirst for knowledge and 
has 
greedily 
read 
everything he 
could get his hands on. 
The trans­ 
formation has, it is said, been re­ 
markable. 
From an uncouth and unlettered 
cowboy he has developed into an 
educated scholar. 
He writes and 
talks fluently on the most profound 
subjects. 
The penitentiary library 
of some 50, 000 volumes, covering 
ancient 
and 
modern 
history, 
philosophy, religion and sciences, 
has been mastered by him, and he 
craves for more. 
His friends have 
subscribed for the current literature 
of the day for him and he is said to 
be one of the best posted men in 
the state on current topics, in or 
out of the penitentiary. 
He also 
receives a number of magazines of 
a heavier nature. 
Among others, 
scientific 
monthlies 
have 
been 
coming to him for nine years and 
those who have talked with him say 
he is especially well versed in the 
sciences. 
Orr's letter to the board of par­ 
dons, Judge Caldwell says, is the 
most remarkable one ever received 
by the board. 
It is written in a 
“ hand” which excels that of the or­ 
dinary business man 
and none but 
the choicest words and the best of 
grammatical 
expressions 
are em­ 
ployed. 
He refers to a number of 
ancient and modern writers, among 
them 
Herbert Spencer, 
of whose 
works he seems 
to be 
especially 
fond. 
He also embodies in his let­ 
ter, iu a casual yet clever way, 
many principles of philosophy and 
science seldom and except by 
a 
scholar. 
One of the strongest pleas for 
liberty made by Orr is the condi­ 
tion of his adopted mother. 
She 
has, 
it appears, 
never 
fully 
re­ 
covered from the shock of her hus­ 
band's death and the stirring inci­ 
dents attending it. 
She is old and 
infirm and her property is gradually 
slipping away from her until now 
she is in almost, if not quite, desti­ 
tute 
circumstances. 
Orr 
pleads 
that he may be given the opportuni­ 
ty of caring for her and of provid­ 
ing a home for her for the rest of 
her days. 
There is still another interesting, 
although entirely disconnected, fea- 
ture attending this case in that it 
brings to light an old Missouri ro­ 
mance of forty 
years 
ago. 
The 
facts came out in the records filed 
with the state board of pardons. 


Although she married him in good 
faith, 
it now 
app’ears 
that 
Mrs. 
Trimble never was the legal wife of 
Mr. Trimble. 
Here is the storv: 
In 
1 8 5 5 
there 
lived in Gentry 
county, 
Missouri, 
James 
Roberts 
and 
his wife, 
Mary 
E. 
Roberts. 
Their neighbor was M. M. Trimble, 
the 
man 
who 
was 
subsequently 
killed by young Orr. 
Trimble had 
a wife, whose name was Cassandra, 
and six children. Trimble and Mrs. 
Roberts, it appears, fell in love with 
each other. 
Roberts became jeal 
ous and leit his wife on this a c ­ 
count. 
A few months later he applied for 
and received a divorce. 
Mrs. R o b ­ 
erts 
then 
removed 
to Centraiia, j 
Boone county. 
Some months later 
Trimble separated from his wife and ! 
went to Centraiia after Mrs. Rob j 
erts. 
The two then proceeded to 1 
Austin, 
Texas, 
where 
they 
were 
married by a justice of the peace. 
Mrs. Roberts, or Mrs. Trimble, as 
she is now known, says Mr. T r i m ­ 
ble told her he had secured a di­ 
vorce 
from his 
wife, 
Cassandra. 
She does not remember the name 
of the justice of the peace who m a r -' 
ried them and thinks there were no 
witnesses to the marriage. 
Shortly after their marriage Mr. 
and 
Mrs. Trimble moved back to 
Missouri, 
where 
they lived until 
they moved to Paola, Kas. 
They 
lived together for over twenty-five 
years without any objection from 
his 
former wife or 
anyone else. 
Immediately after T rim ble’s death, 
his first wife applied for a pension, 
on the ground that he had been a 
soldier in the M exican war. 
The 
pension was allowed, but before the 
payment was made the first wife 
died. 
Shortly after this, it seems, 
Mrs. 
Trim ble No. 2 also applied 
for 
a 
pension. 
The 
application 
was a startler for the officers in the 
pension 
department 
and they 
at 
once sent men out to investigate. 
Mrs. 
Trimble insisted that her 
husband 
had 
secured 
a 
divorce 
from h>s first wife. 
The records of 
that county had in the meantime 
been burned, and hence no proof, 
one 
way or the other, 
could be 
found. 
T he children of Mrs. C a s ­ 
sandra Trimble said that they had 
never 
heard 
of 
their 
father 
or 
mother applying for or securing a 
divorce. 
Mrs. Mary 
E. Trimble, 
on the other hand, insisted that the 
divorce had been 
granted. 
Thus 
the matter stood, and stands to this 
day. 
The pension was not granted, 
and hence Mrs. Trimble has no in­ 
come with which to sustain her d e ­ 
clining years. 
The cloud still rests 
on her title to being the wife of the 
man 
with whom she had lived in 
peace 
and 
happiness for 
over a 
quarter of a century.

— There 
is no foundation for the statement 
that 
congress may not, if it will, 
recognize 
the 
independence of a 
new nation, nor do I think Mr. 
Ol 
ney contests it, but he thinks the 
matter ought to come from the pres­ 
ident. 
“ If, 
however, 
congress should 
pass a resolution and the president 
should veto it, it can be passed by 
a two-thirds vote of each house and 
would become a law which the pres­ 
ident must respect and obey. 
J o h n S h e r m a n . ” 
Senator Davis, of Minnesota, tel­ 
egraphed the following last night to 
the Commercial Tribune as to S ec­ 
retary O ln ey’s position on recogniz­ 
ing Cuba: 


“ 
Wa s h i n g t o n , Dec. 20. 
“ I think that Mr. Olney’s posi­ 
tion is untenable. 
In my opinion, 
congress has the power, by statute 
or by joint resolution, to recognize 
the independence of Cuba. 
If the 
president 
approves 
the 
measure, 
there can, of course be no contro­ 
versy. 
If he disapproves it and it 
is passed over his veto, it becomes 
a law of the land as effectually as if 
he had approved it, and his duty to 
execute it is equally imperative in 
either case.

ially optimistic today. 
This is, in a lar ge par t, due to 
the dispatches r eceived fr om 
Senor 
Dupuy de Lome, the Spanish min­ 
ister at 
Washington, 
gliding 
the 
views of Mr . Olney as to the power 
of the pr esident to ignor e the be­ 
hest of congr ess for the r ecognition 
of 
a 
new 
gover nment, 
and 
the 
pr esident’s 
opinion 
that 
no 
gover nment 
has 
been 
estab­ 
lished by the insur gents in Cuba. 
The minister ialist 
or gans and all 
the sympathizer s with the gover n­ 
ment ar e taking the gr ound, fr om 
this, ther e will be a conflict between 
the legislative and executive power s 
in the United States gover nment, 
which will delay action and give j 
Spain a r espite fr om inter vention, 
dur ing which time she may have 
oppor tunity to cr ush the r ebellion. 
it is notable also that the C a m ­ 
er on r esolution itself, offensive as it 
seems to be to Spanish pr ide, is 
looked at with a degr ee of moder ­ 
ation 
as 
compar ed with the fir st 
view of It. 
The view is attr ibuted 
to Senor Canovas himself that the 
adoption of the Camer on r esolution 
need 
not 
necessar ily 
mean war , 
since ther e was no attempt in it to 
pr ovide for ar med inter vention in 
Cuba or for active assistance to the 
insur gents, but simply for the r ec­ 
ognition of their gover nment. 
So 
far as the fr iendly inter vention with 
the Spanish gover nment was con­ 
cer ned, it was in the power of that 
gover nment to decline over tur es to 
that end. 
The mood of optimism of the 
minister ialists goes beyond Pr esi­ 
dent Cleveland’s ter m, since they 
expr ess the opinion that Mr . M c ­ 
Kinley, upon coming into office, he 
will follow the same policy towar d 
Cuba as Pr esident Cleveland has 
done.

Several fires of queer origin, are 
detailed below from the quarterly re­ 
port of the electrical bureau of the 
national board of 
fire underwriters, 
all attributed to electricity. 
A plush curtain in a theater, on 
being hoisted, came in contact with 
a 
32 candle-power 
incandescent 
lamp. The common size is 10 candle- 
power. 
The heat from the lamp ig­ 
nited the curtain, but the fire was 
discovered, with no toss, except the 
curtain. 
A stage hand was ordered to turn 
out an incandescent lamp, and, not 
knowing how to do it, instead of 
turning the switch he wrapped a 
damp towel around the lamp. 
Some 
time afterward the towel was dis­ 
covered smoldering. * 
A portable incandescent lamp was 
allowed to remain lighted lying on a 
mattress. 
The heat from the lamp 
ignited the cloth and excelsior of the 
mattress, 
and 
the 
fire 
spread 
through basement and store. 
An electric pressing iron was al­ 
lowed 
to stand 
with the current 
turned on. 
The heated iron after a 
time set fire to the table, and the 
flames communicated to the sur­ 
rounding combustible material. 
A wagon loaded 
with 
gasoline 
collided with an elcctriq car. 
The 
wagon was demolished and the oil 
flooded the street. 
The accident at­ 
tracted the attention of a motor- 
man of another car, who ran his car 
up to the scene. 
Seeing the oil run­ 
ning under his car, he turned on the 
current to get away. 
A spark from 
the wheel immediately ignited the 
gasoline fumes, and instantly the 
street was ablaze. 
Four 
people 
were injured, one seriously, and one 
horse was burned to death. 
Fire occurred in a basement ow­ 
ing to dripping water falling on an 
electrical measurement instrument, 
thereby 
short-circuiting 
it. 
No 
damage was done beyond the loss of 
the instrument. 
Sparks from arc lamps in a de­ 
partm ent store ignited cloaks on a 
table underneath. 
An elevator motor was 
burned 
out. having been left running when 
the employes left the store, the mo­ 
tor brushes being badly adjusted. 
^ /A carpenter dropped a nut on the 
coils of a rheostat, short-circuitino*

An arc was 
formed between the frame and the 
pipe, the latter was melted and the 
escaping gas ignited.

Car ver says thnt his br other 
was going to Chicago for the pur 
pose of investing the money in r eg­ 
ister ed cattle. 
He fur ther states 
that he has no doubt whatever that 
the dead man is his br other , and he 
desir es the cor oner to pay all neces­

expenses out of the 
money 
found

Agents for the King Have Purchased 
Over 3,000 for the Spanish Army. 


The Spanish government is ap­ 
parently 
undismayed 
by 
Cuban 
demonstrations in Kansas City, and 
is willing to invest its money here 
for military equipments, says the 
Kansas City Star. 


Senor Diego Lorrins, of Havana, 
agent 
for 
Spain, 
purchased 
250 
mules at the Sparks horse and mule 
market yesterday for the Spanish 
army, and will «^hip them tomorrow 
to New Orleans, from where they 
will be transported to Havana. Ten 
car loads more, 250 mules, will be 
shipped to the same destination on 
Monday. 
Fuily 3, 000 mules have 
previously been sent from Kansas 
City to Cuba for the Spanish army. 
The mules averaged about $50 in 
price, making a total investment of 
about ii7 5 , c o o by Spain in mules 
in Kansas City. 
There is no cessation in the re­ 
ceipt of funds for the Cuban insurg­ 
ents by Col. D. S. Harriman at his 
office in the Sheidley building. The 
supply of Cuban buttons for w’hich 
the money is received was exhaust­ 
ed last Saturday. 
A much larger 
«upply will reach Col. Harriman in 
a day or two.

It IS said that an expedition of 
100 volunteers will leave Kansas 
City for Cuba about the first of 
next week.

Prob- 
ably no career open to Englishmen 
exerts a more powerfu l attraction 
on the clev er you th of ou r pu blic 
schools and u niv ersities than tho 
India civ il serv ice, and tho com­ 
petition for its appointments has 
been 
elaborated 
into 
the 
most 
searching test that the wit of ex­ 
aminers can dev ise. 
The distin­ 
gu ished academic careers of many of 
the 61 gmntlemen who follow Mr. 
Chatterji in the list show tho class 
of riv als among whom ho has won 
the first place. 
As Prince Ranjit- 
sinhji is not only head of English 
cricket for 189 6, bu t also head by 
performances of exceptional

liancy, so Mr. Chatterji is facile 
priu cops in the great intellectu al 
stru ggle with a long interv al be­ 
tween himself and the next man. 
There is a certain fitness that 
these eight you ng Hindu s shou ld be 
representativ es of the two ancient 
castes which from time immemorial 
ru led India. 
Prince Ranjitsinhji

su pplied the hereditary soldier fam­ 
ilies of Hindu stan. 
Mr. Chatterji 
springs of what is regarded by his 
cou ntrymen as a more au gu st line­ 
age. W ilh an u nbroken and v erified 
descent from one of the fiv e Brah­ 
mans who, according to the tradi­ 
tion v /hicli ill India passes for his­ 
tory, brou ght sacred rights into the 
lower v alleys of the Ganges from 
the iiortli 1,200 years ago, his family 
forms one of a close confederacy 
which has fu rnished 
du ring 
ten 
centu ries the intellectu al force in 
Bengal. Indians of the Iiigh descents 
to which Mr. Chatterji and Prince 
Ranjitsinhji belong hav e hitherto 
been infrequ ent v isitors to England. 
Their caste ru les long stood in tho 
way of their crossing “ the black- 
water,” and althou gh this infraction 
of ancient cu stom may now be con­ 
doned by penance on their retu rn, 
the great majority of Indians in 
Great Britain are still deriv ed from 
races or classes holding a lower 
position in the Indian social scale.

Prince R:injitsiiihji is a Rajpu t 
of western India.

serv ice Prince Ranjitsinhji 
has performed for India is not tliat 
he has prov ed otie of his race to be 
capable of the highest 
achiev ement 
in ou r 
national sport, bu t that he 
has made the fact known to the 
whole 
British people. 
The 
few 
Englishmen who know tho Indians 
well readily admit that the Rajpu ts 
are brav e and athletic, 
and the 
Brahmans clev er at learning. 
Bu t 
to the masses of ou r cou ntry men who 
j)ay gate-money, Prince Ranjitsin- 
hji’s performances amou nt to a new 
discov ery of India. 
It brings homo 
to them the fact that among ou r 
fellow-su bjects in Asia, those fellow- 
su bjccts whose v ery hu ndreds of 
millions tu rn them into nu merical 
abstractions, there are men w’ho can 
take the lead in national sport which 
all Englishmen lov e and more or less 
u nderstand.
